Death  ma}-  have  claimed  Walter  on  January  28,  1949,  but 
death  cannot  claim  our  memory  of  him,  for  we  will  always 
remember  his  Christian  character,  his  vivaciousness  .  .  .  his 
life  as  a  whole. 

Life  can  send  no  one  to  take  the  place  that  Walter  has  va- 
cated. Surely  much  lay  in  the  future  for  him  and  for  those  who 
knew  him. 

In  the  midst  of  our  bewilderment  and  sorrow,  we  all  realize 
that  these  words  are  true:  "God  is  too  wise  to  make  a  mistake 
and  too  good  to  be  unkind."  All  who  knew  Walter,  though, 
realize  that  their  lives  ha\e  been  made  richer  by  the  influence 
of  his  life  in  our  midst. 


Walter  enrolled  at  Frankfort  Pil- 
grim College  in  1940,  where  he  com- 
pleted his  stud}-  of  music  under  the 
guidance  of  Mrs.  C.  E.  Kendrick.

School  he  returned  to  Frankfort  Pil- 
grim High  School  for  his  Junior  year, 
and  graduated  in  the  Spring  of  1945, 
with  the  first  class  to  wear  caps  and 
gowns.
